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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 39-40,42-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Melone 
(US Pat# 3,596,660). Melone discloses a system that includes an array of perforators (16). See 
figure 1. Each perforator has a first end with a point (see 4:45 for point) that are formed in part 
by a dissolvable matrix which is 100% drug material (dried antigenic or biological substances). 
See 3:25+ and 4:44+. The system also includes an activatable pressure mechanism (handle 20). 
See 4:32+. The dissolvable matrix on the point of the perforator is dissolvable within a selected 
time (a few moments which is between a few seconds and a few hours). See 4:40-45. Also, the 
perforator array can be positioned adjacent to a selected region of the patient's skin and in 
response to manual activation of the pressure mechanism (handle 20) the perforator array 
penetrates the patient's skin. See 4:32-33. 
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Claims 26-27,30-31,34,37-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lastovich et al (US Pat# 6,440,096). Lastovich discloses a system that includes an array of 
perforators (48). See figure 10. The system also includes an activatable pressure mechanism 
(vacuum source). See figure 11. As shown in figure 12, the perforators penetrate the patient's 
skin in response to activation of the pressure mechanism. Additionally, a matrix material 
including a drug forming a channel in the perforator is dissolvable when a diluent is injected 
through the central passage of the perforators. See 7: 19-24. The diluent is housed in a reservoir 
(74 and figure 7) that is configured to be attached to the path after the patch is affixed in the 
patient's skin. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 32-33 and 35-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
